TOLL TOTALS 715, 
522 IN TRAFFIC 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP) — 
Accidental deaths totaled 715 for 
the three-day Christmas week- 
end. In the 78-hour period begin- 
ning at 6 p.m. Thursday and 
ending Sunday at midnight there 
were 522 traffic fatalities ex- 
ceeding the pre-holiday estimate 
of 510, made by the National 
Safety Council. Another 82 per- 
sons died in fires and miscel- 
laneous accidents caused 111 
deaths.

Builders in the St. Louis area 
have turned to substitutes for 
masonry wherever possible be- 
cause restrictive practices of the 
AFL Bricklayers’ Union, premi- 
um wages and other inflationary 
factors have skyrocketed costs, 
the Post-Dispatch was told to- 
day. 

Responsible persons associated 
with the construction industry 
said the restrictions and de- 
mands for money and unusual 
working conditions, which con- 
tributed to a 68 per cent in- 
crease in the cost of heavy brick- 
and-concrete construction since 
1946, were developed to a high 
degree in the postwar boom 
period when skilled mechanics 


were able to write their own 
tickets. 


Practices most complained of 
are (1) a reluctance or outright 
refusal to furnish bricklayers 
to any contractor not approved 
by the union, (2) demands for 
premium pay, and (3) a severely- 
limited apprenticeship program 
with a resulting labor shortage. 

Employment Tapering Off, 

Demands for cost-increasing 
working conditions have dimin- 
ished in the last year as em- 


tractors said, but bricklayers, | 
now that they are looking for 
work, are awakening to a reali- 
zation that much work formerly 
claimed by them is being done 
with other materials. 

The shift from masonry to

Lacks a_ Staff. 

The Land Clearance Authority 
has been without a staff since 
last spring, when federal aid 
for its work was suspended. Now 
that the city has demonstrated 
readiness to do its share in re- 


developing the plaza district by 
passage of a $1,500,000 bond is- 
suee for a park, funds from 
Washington are available once 
| more. 

“The most immediate problem, 
of course, will be getting to- 
gether a good staff for the re- 
activated authority,” Farris said. 
“Then we will push the plaza re- 
development.” 

He expressed special interest 
in the program.to rehabilitate 
gradually decaying areas of the 
city through enforcement of the 
minimum housing standards 
ordinance. This work is now get- 
ting under way with two “pilot” 
projects, one in the Hyde Park 
area of north St. Louis and the 
other in the Cherokee area on 
the south side. 

“I want to go through these 
neighborhoods and follow the 
eve for their improvement,” he 
said. 

Agency May Be Set Up. 

Président Eisenhower's advis- 
ory committee on housing pol- 
icles has recommended great- 

ér emphasis on-urban redevel- 
Senet and a closer tie-up be- 
tween this work and neighbor- 
hood conservation, Farris point- 
ed out. An Urban Renewal Ad- 
ministration may be set up to 
co-ordinate all federa] activitics 
in this field, and funds may be 
made available for planning re- 
habilitation programs as well as 
slum clearance. 

As field operations chief of 
the federal slum clearance pro- 
gram, Farris camé here in 1949 
and addressed a group of civic 
leaders who were drafting a 
program to combat decay in St. 
Louis, 

He already is familiar with 
the city’s redevelopment pro- 
gram, and only last April in- 
spected the plaza area where 
the city will build a three-block 
park and the St. Louis Urban 
Redevelopment Corp. plans to 
erect 1350 apartments for mid- 
dle-income tenants. He is 43 
years old.

PANMUNJOM, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
A three-member majority of the 
Neutral Nations Repatriation 
commission today turned back 
to the Communist and United 
Nations Commands the question 
of what to do with more than 
22,000 war prisoners who have 
refused to go home. 


An Indian command spokes- 
man said that if the two com- 
mands reach no agreement by 
Jan. 22 “we do not appear to 


have any legal right to hold |G 


them (the prisoners).” 

The majority report was 
signed by the Indian chairman 
and by Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land, whose governments are 
Communist, 

Switzerland and Sweden filed 
a minority report saying it was 
“appropriate” to refer the pris- 
oner problem back to the two 
commands. But the Swiss and 
Swedes said they could see no 
reason for a formal report at this 
time. They refused to sign the 
44-page majority document 
which also charged South Ko- 
rean interference in anti-Com- 
munist compounds and criticized 
the U.N. command. 

Agreement Unlikely. 

Official seurces said there was 
little prospect that the majority 
report would lead to settlement 
of the prisoner dispute. 

The Allies hold that the armi- 
stice provides specifically that 
unre atriated prisoners be freed 
as civilians 30 days after the 
close of a 90-day period for ex- 
planations. That would mean 
the prisoners must be freed Jan. 


22. 

The Communists just as firm- 
ly contend that they are entitled. 
to 90 days of actual explanations 

rather than a period 
which ended Dec. 23. They 
have used 10 days. The Reds 
also insist that the prisoners re- 
main in cistedy pending action 
by the peace conference, regard- 
less of when a conference is 
convened. 

Majority Report. 

In addition to turning the 
prisoner question back to the 
two commands, the majority re- 
port said: 

1. A secret South Korean 
headquarters in Seoul reached 
into all 55 compounds of the 
South Camp holding anti-Com- 
munist Koreans and Chinese and 
exercised a powerful influence 
over the prisoners. 

2. South Camp compound 
leaders used “coercive methods” 
and “acts of violence were com- 
mitted against prisoners want- 
ing to go home.” 

3. The commission could “find 
no evidence” of such a similar 
organization in the North Camp 
housing Americans, South Ko- 
reans and one Briton—although 
prisoners there seemed “under 
strong discipline.” 

4. The commission could not 
say that even the prisoners who 
went through the explanation 
tents were “completely freed of 
force or threats of force.” 

5. Both cofmmands were en- 
titled to hold explanations “for 
a period of 90 days”—a state- 
ment interpreted by the Indian 
spokesman to mgan what the Al- 
lies claim it to mean: the 90- 
day period ended Dec. 23. (A 
footnote signed only by the 
Czech and Polish delegates con- 
tended the Communists are en- 
titled to 90 days of actual ex- 
planations. 

Sereening By Indians. 

There was no statement that 
the Indians would screen pris- 
oners not yet interviewed. The 
Indian spokesman said such a 
step would ‘depend on reaction 
of the two commands to the re- 


port.

MITCHELL ADMITS 
WHITE CASE HAS 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP)— 
Democratic National Chairman 
Stephen A. Mitchell said yester- 
day his party lost ground in Il- 
linois in 1953 and was hurt gen- 
erally by the Harry Dexter 
White gase revelations. 

In a television interview 
Mitchell admitted that the White 
ease “has hurt the Democratic 
party.” The FBI reported White, 
a Treasury Department official 
in the Truman Administration, 
was a sécurity risk. 

Speaking of Republican vic- 
tories in judicial elections in 
Cook county and in the Rock 
Island supreme court district, 
Mitchell said: 

“I think these recent elections 
in Illinois have been rather dis- 
couraging. ...I think we have 
lost ground. 

Mitchell said Senator McCar- 
thy (Rep.), Wisconsin, chairman 
of a Senate investigating com- 
mittee, was a “Republican prob- 
lem,” and conceded that McCar- 
thy had made headway in some 
parts of the country. 

Mitchell predicted big Demo- 
cratic gains in the 1954 congres- 
sional election, but said it was 
too early to make specific:

Americans: who have been held 
in a Soviet prison camp, the 
State Department said today. 

They are Pvt. Homer H. Cox 
‘ot Oklahoma City, and Leland 
Towers of San Francisco. 

A State Department spokes- 
man said the United States em- 
assy in Moscow was informed 
last week of Russian intentions 
to free the two American citi- 
zens. Details of when and where 
they wilk be released have not 
arrived here. 

Ambassador Charles E. Bolen 
demanded Nov. 2 that the Soviet 
government free Cox, Towers 
and all other Americans held in 


Russia. No answer was immedi- 
ately forthcoming and _ the 
United States again prodded 
Russia toward the end of the 
month. 


The State Department has 
never said how many other 
Americans are believed in Soviet 
hands, but officials have said 
that from time to time they have 
received various vague reports 
that other United States citi- 
zens are in Russian hands. The 
communication received from 
last week apparently 
made no mention of any other 
Americans than Cox and Towers. 


Austrian World War II pris- 
oners released from Russia in 
mid-October first told of seeing 
the two Americans in a camp 
about 150 miles from Moscow. 
Their reports were confirmed 
about .a week later when re- 
turned Dutch prisoners said 
they, too, had seen the Ameri- 
cans, 


Cox has been listed as absent 
without leave from his Army 
post in West Berlin since Se 
2, 1949, The Austrian war p 
oners said he had been arrested 
in East Berlin that year and had 
been sentenced to 53 years in a 
Red prison, but the prison term 


Towers went to Europe in 
1948 to work his way through 
various countries. A shipyard 
worker, he was last heard in 
Finland in 1951. The Austrian 
prisoners said they believed he 
was seized in the Soviet-Finnish

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28—Ac-

In a 12-page mimeographed 
“Fact Sheet,” the Democratic 
headquarters said that the new 
power policy, announced by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Douglas 
McKay last August, takes the 
Federal Government out of ef- 
fective co-operation with local 
public groups and turns more 
and more public facilities over 
to private interests.

to succeed Paul J. Raver. 

Pearl, 60 years old, has been 
director of the Institute of Tech- 
nology at Washington State Col- 
lege. His new post carries a 
$14,800 annual salary. 

Raver resigned last week to 
accept the post of superintendent 
of the Seattle city light depart- 
ment. 

A native of Washington State, 
Pearl attended schools in Wash- 
ington and Michigan. He has 
had extensive experience in en- 
gineering and industry.

ACTON, FTC SAYS 


Reverses Own Examiner 
on Purchase of Two 
Competitors by Flour 
Company. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28 (AP) 
-—In its first decision under a 
1950 anti-merger law, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission ruled 
yesterday that Pillsbury Mills, 
Inc., must face anti-trust pro- 
ceedings arising from its pur- 


chase of two competitor firms. 


The commission reversed its 
own hearing examiner, who had 
dismissed the complaint attack- 
ing Pillsbury’s purchase in 1951 
of the Ballard & Ballard Co., fer 
$5,172,000 and in 1952 of Duff's 
Baking Mix division for $2,238,- 
000. The FTC held that evi- 
dence received in earlier hear- 
ings established a prima facie 
case that the effect of the merg- 
ers might be “substantially to 
lessen competition or tend to 
create a monopoly.” 

Pillsbury will have a chance 
to refute or explain that evi- 
dence when the hearing is re- 
sumed. 

Its Major Competitor. 

The Minneapolis concern Is 
the country’s second largest 
flour miller. The evidence 
showed, the FTC said, that it 
substantially enlarged its share 
of the market, especially in the 
Southeast by the acquisitions. 

Ballard. was a major compet- 
itor in the Southeast, where it 
was the third largest seller of 
family flour and baking mixes. 
Duff's, a division of the Amer- 
ican Home Products Corp., was 
the country’s fifth largest seller 
of mixes. 

In what an FTC spokesman 
called a major policy decision, 
the commission held that the 
complaint was “improperly dis- 
missed” by hearing Examiner 
Everett F. Haycraft, upon Pills- 
bury’s motion at the close of the 
prosecution's case. 

Chairman Edward F. Howrey, 
who wrote the opinion, said evi- 
dence in the case to date would 
justify a finding that “the pat- 
tern of competition in the 
Southeast, particularly in the 
cities, has undergone a consid- 
erable change as a result of the 
mergers.” ' 

Tendency Toward Mergers. 

Howrey noted that the milling 
industry is a declining one in 
which the bigger companies 
have steadily increased their 
share of the market, largely 
through mergers. 

The anti-merger section was 
added to the Clayton Anti-Trust 
Act three years ago. It was de- 
signed to check monopolistic 
mergers effected by the outright 
purchase of one company’s’ as- 
sets by another. Previously, 
only the acquisition of stock 
control was regulated. 

In Minneapolis, President Paul 
S. Gerot of Pillsbury Mills said 
the acquisitions of Ballard & 
Ballard and Duff's Baking Mix 
division were “entirely lawful 
and we shall now proceed to 
prove that in making them we 
did not violate the law.”

SAIGON, Indochina, Dec. 28 
(AP)—French planes plastered 
the Communist-led invaders of 
Laos today and French ground 
defenders of the Indochinese 
kingdom hastily strengthened 
key bases. ; 

The French were reported 
concentra south of Viet- 
minh-held hakhek, on the 
Thailand border. French recon- 
naissance units moving north 
from their base of Seno report- 
ed they had been unable to make 
contact with the rebel forces 
who lunged across Laos last 
week, cutting Indochina in two 
for the first time in the seven- 
year-old war. 


The Erench anfiounced they 
had lost two companies of their 
own and North African troops 
in the Vietminh attack. The 
scouting units reported, how- 
ever, they were rounding up 
soldiers of former garrisons ‘in 
the area who had fled into the 
jungle at the Vietminh ad- 
vance. ; 


(A United Press dispatch said 
the Vietminh sent columns of 
troops southward from Thakhek 
today toward French forces 
holding the gateway to Saigon 
and Cambodia, and also sent 
spearheads to the north.) 


Rebel Claims. 


The Vietminh radio, mean- 
while, claimed that the “greater 
part” of the Laotian troops un- 
der French command had de- 
serted and joined the Red forces. 
The radio claimed also that the 
100-mile thrust had been carried 
out by the “Laotian national lib- 
eration troops,” but Franch 
sources in Saizon said the in- 
vaders were Vietminh regulars 
from coastal North Annam, pos- 
sibly supported by some Laotian 
regional elements. 

The French were faced with 
a major supply problem. The 
rebel advance cut the Mekong 
river supply line as well as road 
routes to the Laos government 
seat of Vientiane. The capital 
and other strategic towns in the 
northern part of the kingdom 
now must be supplied by air. 

The Vietminh radio, referring 
to the Laos campaign for. the 
first time, said a “vast stretch” 
of the kingdom had been “lib- 
erated.” 

Informants In Saigon said the 
force called “national liberation 
troops” by the Communists are 
believed to include the Pathet 
Lao movement. This is a guer- 
rilla band of. Laotians which is 
tied to the Vietminh and com- 
manded by Souvannah Vong, 
brother and rival of Souvannah 
Phouma, the prime minister of 
the French-supported Laos gov- 
ernment at Vientiane. 


Broadcast by Prisoners. 


In & companion message to- 
day, the Vietminh radio broad- 
cast an appeal which it said was 
signed by 297 French Union war 
prisoners reported liberated for 
Christmas. The massage urged 
French troops in Indochina to 
request their return home and to 
ask for a negotiated settlement 
of the war. 

The liberated prisoners have 
not yet reached the French lines.

HULL OF CIVIL WAR 
BOAT EXPOSED BY 
LOW RIVER LEVEL 


The hull of a boat sunk in 
Civil War days has been exposed 
by the low stage of the Missis- 
sippi river near Kimmswick, 20 
miles south of St. Louis. 
«Photographers yesterday 
snapped pictures of the historic 
hull, which has made infrequent 
appearances in the past. 

Its heavy design indicates it 
was built to ram enemy craft, 
and, according to local tradition, 
the craft was wrecked in an ice 
jam, stripped and abandoned.

EISENHOWER’S AID, 
DOUGLAS DIFFER

WASHINGTON, Dec, 28.—

matters, Dr. Gabriel Hauge, and 
Senator Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), 
Illinois, sized up the economic 
outlook in a radio and television 
debate yesterday and reached 
different conclusions. 

Douglas, a professional econ- 
omist before he entered the Sen- 
ate, cited recent business statis- 
tics in support of his contention 
that the country is now in a 
“real recession” which could, 
unless checked, develop into a 
depression. 

Hauge said “it was-possible to 
look at every figure he has given 
us and still feel pretty good 
about the American economy to- 
day and the American economy 
in 1954.” 

Their debate, in which Leon 
Keyserling, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers under President Tru- 
man took part, was a feature of 
the opening of the annual con- 
vention of the American Eco- 
nomic Association, the American 
Statistical Association and allied 
groups. Douglas is a former 
president of the American Eco- 
nomic Association.

BRITAIN SETS UP 
GOVERNMENT FOR 
BRITISH GUIANA 


Governor Omits Follow. 
ers of Leftist Jagan in 
Naming Interim 
Councils. 


GEORGETOWN, British 
Guiana. Dec. 28 (AP)—Gov. Sir 
Alfred Savage Jast night set up 
an interim govérnment to help 
administer this South American 
colony, naming seven members 
to an executive council and 27 to 
a legislative council. 

The administration, under 
close Britisn supervision, re- 
places the cabinet of former 
Prime Minister Cheddi Jagan, 
whose government was ousted 
last October on charges of Com- 
munist plotting. Britain at that 
time suspended the Guiana con- 
stitution and handed emergency 
powers to the Governor. 

Mrs. Jagen Fined.

3 | fined Jagan’s American-born 


wife, Janet, 250 British Guiana 
dollars ($147.50) and costs ona 
charge that she held an illegal 
meeting. If she does not pay the 
fine, she. must serve three 
months in prison. 

Nine defendants accused with 
Mrs, Jagan of holding a mieeting 
on Dec. 13 in violation of emer- 
gency regulations were repri- 
manded and discharged. 

Mrs. Jagan's defense at her 
trial was that the Dec. 13 meet- 
ing was of a religious nature, 
and thus permissible under the 
remergency regulations. The mag- 
istrate said in passing sentence 
that the meeting was an “unholy 
farce.” Police had testified that 
members of the P.P.P. were ad- 
dressing 800 people over loud- 
speakers. Mrs, Jagan served no- 
tice of appeal. 


P.P.P. Excluded. 

No members of Jagan’s leftist 
People’s Progressive party were 
included in the new caretaker 
group, although the P.P.P. won 
18 of the 24 Assembly seats up 
for election last April. 

Savage, in explaining the 
exclusion of P.P.P. politicians, 
said: “‘None of them has had the 
courage openly to declare him- 
self or herself opposed to the 
Communist influence which 
presently dominates the party 
and which has threatened a pol- 
icy of non-co-operation.” 

All six anti-P.P.P. members of 
the last Assembly were named 
to the new legislative council, 
which includes representatives 
of the professions, commerce, 
trade unions, primary producers 
and local government. Fifteen 
of the 27 members served in 
former legislatures. Two are 
women 

Sir Frank McDavid, former 
financial secretary and treas- 
urer, was named to the post of 
minister of agriculture, forest, 
lands and mines, a post formerly 
held by Jagan. P. A. Cummings, 
a Negro lawyer, was appointed 
to head the ministry of labor, 
health and haqusing. 

Only two of the ministries 
went to legislators. The others 
were taken over by Government 
officials.

It per- 
meates so many aspects of so- 
ciety that one thoughtful person 
who-has lived here 15 years has 
concluded the main motivating 
force among moneyed Filfpinos 
is greed. 

Politicians often do not. “run” 
for office; they “are run” by 
pressure groups whom they 
must please. Civic improvements, 
such as they are, go to families 
and friends, not to constituen- 
cies. The central government 
extends control down. to mayors 
and janitors. The executive con- 
trols the lower courts. 

Masters and Servants. 

The islands have a master- 
servant mentality (there is only 
a small middle class) which ap- 
parently is not being broken 
down by education, as many 
young men and women go to 
school so they can become suc- 
cessful and hire servants. “Busi- 
ness men” are described as often 
being no more than unprincipled 
gamblers. 

Usury is commonplace. A fruit 
vendor pays 10 per cent a day 
for the capital to buy his wares. 
A young man borrowing to pay 
expenses of maternity care for 
his wife pays 30 to 40 per cent 
interest. There is the citation of 
a wealthy widow who freely 
acknowledges she receives 80 
per cent a year on her money 
through usury. 

There is a minimum wage law, 
enacted at the insistence of the 
United States, which provides a 
floor of $2 a day for industrial 
workers and.$1.25 for agricul- 
tural workers. This’ is regarded 
as at least a fair beginning, but 
it is evaded by bribing Govern- 
ment officers or by forcing em- 
ployes to sign for the minimum 
and paying them less. Statistics 
are lacking-again, but one esti- 
mate is’ that a small family in 
an urban area needs $150 a 
month to live decently. 

This catalog of ills is not set 
down as an indictment of the 
Filipino’ character, which in 
many ways simply responds to 
conditions as they are in this 
part of the world, but as an in* 
dication of what the election of 
Magsaysay really means. 

One man put it this way: 

“The mass of the people are 
now convinced that all this rot- 
tenness can be brought to an 
end. If the’country could stag- 
ger along under this burden in 
the immediate postwar years, 
there is all the more reason now 
to have hope in the future.

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Our Troops and Asia 


The weekend brought two important pieces of 
news with respect to the United States and the 
situation in Asia. 

First came the announcement that a Commu- 
nist-led Vietminh offensive had cut Indochina 
by driving across Laos to the Thailand boundary, 
about midway between Hanol and Saigon. 

Then President Eisenhower announced at his 
holiday retreat in Augusta, Ga., that two Ameri- 
can divisions will be pulled out of Korea. ~ 

These two pieces of news are only coincidental 
yet it is inevitable that they should be thought 
of together, The division of Indochina is serious 
enough to create a sense of Mounting danger 
across the Mekong river in Thailand. Bangkok 
has ordered a state of emergency in hine sub- 
divisions bordering Indochina and Burma. 
Thailand is also moving heavy artillery up to 
its side of the river. Meantime the Premier of 
Laos, whose state is now stindered, has appealed 
to the free world for more aid. 

~ . . 

It is against such a background that the Presi- 
dent’s troop announcement comes. That the 
troop order looks to keeping a campaign pledge 
cannot be questioned. Mr. Eisenhower said re- 
peatedly in 1952 that South Korean troops should 
be given more responsibility and United States 
troops accordingly be withdrawn, 

But the presidential announcement recalls still 
other statements which Mr. Eisenhower made 
in the campaign last year. He repeatedly referred 
to the “blunders” that led to the Korean war. 
He said that the Truman Administration hed 


“bungled” in handling the Korean situation in — 


advance of the Commufiist. Invasion in 1950. 
Speaking at Detroit, barely more than a week 
before the election, he summarized his criticism: 
To vacillate, to hesitate, to appease even 
by merely betraying unsteady purpose is to 
feed a dictator's appetite for conquest and 
to invite war. That lesson was ignored in 
the development of the (Truman) Admin- 
istration’s policies for Asia since the end of 
World War II. Because it was ignored, the 
record of these policies is a record of ap- 
palling failure. 


That record of. failure dates back—with 
red-letter folly—at least to September of 
1947. It was then that Gen. Albert Wede- 
meyer submitted to the President this warn- 
ing: “The withdrawal of American military 
forces from Korea would result in the oc- 
cupation of South Korea Sy either Soviet 
troops or, ag seems more likely, by the Ko- 
rean military units trained under Soviet 
auspices in North Korea.” 


The terrible record of these years reaches 
its climax in a series of unforgettable 
scenes on Capitol Hill in June of 1949. By 
then the decision to complete withdrawal of 
American forces from Korea—despite menac- 
ing signs from the North-—had been drawn 
up by the Department of State. 

* - & « 

There are differences between then and now. 
When our troops were taken out of Korea after 
World War Il, the Republic of Korea was left 
almost defenseless. Today President Eisenhower 
assures the country that should a new aggres- 
sion occur the United States is prepared to re- 
taliate “with even greater effect than hereto- 
fore.’ He says that the Air Force can be counted 
on to return the main counter-punch. 

Surely a professional military man would not 
knowingly run a dangerous risk to the stake of 
the free world in Asia. Surely this announce- 
ment of troop withdrawal must be based on the 
stockpiling of weapons that much more than 
compensate for the soldiers brought home. 

But all this must be made much clearer by 
the President than it has been if the country is 
to know ahy peace of mind. The apparent dan- 
ger seems to be that once again we are cutting 
down, pulling out our troops, withdrawing from 
our commitments, It happened after World 
War I. It happened after World War II, when 
the greatest defense force in the history of the 
world was broken up almost overnight, It must 
not happen again after the Korean war. 

If the knowledge that the United States had 
used the atomic bomb did not dissuade the Com- 
munists from armed aggression in Korea, what 
guarantee is there that they will not strike 
again? The Post-Dispatch believes the Presi- 
dent should review his new troop order. 
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Horse Sense and Horses 

What's all this commotion about a horse that 
exercised horse sense?

Or that hard sense is a lot softer 
than it looks. Things like that. 

If horse sense isn’t for horses, then whom 
is it for? Our own view is that it will be plenty 
soon to express surprise when some horse fails 
to show the expected horse sense.

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Warning on Technical Aid 

A new warning voice has been raised against 
the submergence of the Point Four program of 
technical assistance to underdeveloped areas in 
the general program of military-economie aid. 

This warning comes from a presidential ad- 
visory board headed by Eric Johnston, and in- 
cluding in its membership such persons as 
Gardner Cowles, Harvey 8S. Firestone Jr., Mat- 
rice A. Hutcheson and Dr. Thomas Parran. 

The Johnston board confirms what other agen- 
cles and other competent observers have said— 
that technical assistance, whether it be called 
“Point Four” or something else, is one of the 
most low-cost and beneficial of all foreign aid 
programs, It builds up initiative and enterprise, 
rather than dependence, in the recipient coun- 
try. It works with a minimum of bureaucratic 
overhead, In the person of trained specialists 
who offer technical assistance overseas, it brings 
the people of the United States into close con- 
tact with the people of the underdeveloped 
country. It enlists church and philanthropic 
group personnel to supplement governmental. 


To lose the identity of this program in for- . 


eign aid generally would be “a major mistake,” 
says the Johnston board, and “would have the 
most serious consequences.” With economie aid 
on the decline and military aid taking over, 
submerging technical assistance in the general 
program means identifying it with military 
effort. That would drive away many helpful sup- 
porters of the program, such as church groups, 
and at the same time mve a handle for anti- 
American propaganda abroad which pictures us 
as warmongers. 


Harold E. Stassen, director of the Foreign 
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Operations Administration, has spoken up strong- 
ly for technical assistance in the past, as he did 
Sunday on the “Méet the Press” television. pro- 
gram. He is planning to seek a slight increase 
in funds for technical aid. But as the Eric 
Johnston board has suggested, sagmiething else 
will be needed to keep the program alive—a 
vigorous fight to preserve ite identity, 
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High Cost of Bricklaying 

St. Louis has long been known as a high-cost 
area in the cotistruction field. Car! R. Baldwin 
of the Post-Dispatch staff, in a study of the 
bricklaying trade here, turns up facts which sug- 
gest one reason for this reputation. Since 1946, 
he reports, the cost of erecting a brick-and-con- 
crete factory building here has gone up 68 per 
cent, and only 36 per cent of the fise is ac- 
counted for by increases in wages and cost of 
materials,

tion with the Mason Contractors’ Association. It 
is the business agent of this union.

As usual in such cases, the union officials 
vigorously deny restrictive practices or ineffi- 
ciency.

One of the, est potential counter-forces 
against a depression is the construction indus- 
try.

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Christmas Red on the Road 

Merry Christmas? 

With more than 700 persons killed in holiday 
accidents, and more than two thirds of those 
involving automobiles? Surely, Christmas red 
is not supposed to be blood red. 

Perhaps it is futile even to mention this 
highway carnage. For every holiday, the Na- 
tional Safety Council announces how many per- 
sons will be killed in traffic accidents, and then 
the American people do their best to come up 
to the figure or to exceed it. 

Nobody, of course, deliberately plans to sacri- 
fice his life for the sake of a statistic. Yet almost 


every automobile accident is preventable. Even . 


those attributed to mechanical defects could be 
avoided by making sure that cars with defects 
are not rolled onto the roads. As for human 
causes, they also are under human control. 

But all this and much more has been said 
over and over again. How can any motorist be 
unaware of the avoidable risks of the road: 
crossing the yellow line, passing on the up-slope 
of a hill, excessive speed, ignoring the rules of 
the highway? Yet in a few days this national 
tragedy will be repeated by way of ushering in 
a new year. And careful drivers will die for 
the faults of the reckless. 

We talk about banning the A-bomb, of avoid- 
ing war, of conquering disease. All these are 
immensely difficult efforts to save lives. How 
can we expect success in them when we fail in 
80 easy a matter as safe driving? 
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Peiping’s Latest Squawk 

In seeking 80 more days for prisoner explana- 
tions, Red China claims that ending these ex- 
planations last week violated the Korean truce 
terms. This propaganda is intended to make 
plain words mean the reverse of what they say. 

Last week the Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission decided to end the 90-day period 
granted each side to try to induce prisoners to 
return home. India, Sweden and Switzerland 
supported the decision, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia, the two Commufhist members, dissented. 

The Communist view, echoed by the Chinese 
Radio, is that there should be 90 days of actual 
explanations to prisoners. The Repatriation Com- 
mission ruled, however, that the truce terms only 
made a 90-day period available for such inter- 
views. The truce agreement made public July 26 
supports this ruling: 

Within 90 days after the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission takes over the cus- 
tody (of the prisoners), the nations to which 
the prisoners of war belong shall have free- 
dom and facilities to send representatives 
.. » to explain to all the ners of war 
depending upon these nations their rights, 
and to inform them of any matters relating 
to their return to their homelands, particu- 
larly of their full freedom to return home to 
lead a peaceful life. ) 

All this paragraph guarantees ig “freedom and 
facilities” to explain matters to prisoners “within 
90 days.” Moreover, a later paragraph says: 

At the expiration of 90 deys after the 
transfer of of thé prisoners of war to 
the Neutral Nations riation Commis- 
sion, access of representatives to captured 
personnel , .. shall terminate. 

What happened was that Gen. Thithayya and 
his Indian custodial troops provided freedom 
and facilities for both sides to talk to war 
prisoners for 90 days, or even longer than there 
was any hope that further prisoner talks would 
accomplish anything. Well before the period 
was up, the Communist Chinese and North Ko- 
reans seemed bent on stalling the explanations. 

In short, having obstructed the talks them- 
selves, the Communists now wish it to appear 
that the U.N. and the Repatriation Commission 
are illegally preventing further talks. This is pure 
hokum. The Communists: are trying to’ make 
propaganda out of their ewn obstructionism. 
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Caution on Zone Fares 

Most of the argument over the Public Service 
Co, request for zone fares concerns how to apply 
them, as Robert A. Dunlap reported in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch. Behind this lies a fear in both 
city and county that if a few zone fares are 
granted now, there will be no end to them in 
the future, That would balkanize transportation. 

Public Service has sought zone fares for sev- 
eral years. Moreover, County Transit Co. 
charges tone fares. Many county residents have 
to pay County Transit fares just to get to a 
Public Service line, and then pay another fare 
to go downtown, Some rides that once cost a 
thin dime now cost 40 cents. 

Probably few transit riders would oppose the 
principle of making long-haul passengers pay 
more than short-hayl passengers. But'the public 
wants to be certain that fares apply only 
to long rides, and not to short rides, or just to 
the city-county boundary line.

President Eisenhower has begun a 
crucial task. This is the final shaping- 
up of the program which he will present 
to Congress when it convenes, Jan, 4. 

The fate of his Administration may 
very well depend on the character of 
this program and the success with which 
it is put through the Congress. 

This is so because the year now com- 
ing to a close has been a sort of trial 
run. It is easy to forget that the last 
previous State -of- ne 
the-Union message @@g@ee=. 
was. delivered by 
Mr. Truman, that 
the budget under 
which the Federal 
Government func- 
tions is basically a 
Truman budget, and 
that to a large ex- 
tent governmental 
activities of this 
past year have had' 
to operate on the 
momentum pr o- 
vided by two dec- 
ades of Democratic 
Administration, - 

Time has been needed for the new 
team to find its feet, and its bearings. 
Time has been needed to expose the 
weak spots (and the strong ones) in 
the Republican party as an instrument 
not of opposition but affirmative action. 

Time has been needed for the Presi- 
dent, a novice in politics, to assert and 
elaborate his basic position, to locate 
his true friends, and to measure the 
strength of his opposition both within 
and without his own party. 

The trial run now drawing to an end

for sure. We know that the President, 
as head of the Republican party, is rid- 
ing two horses, and that he has not yet 
found a way of making them pull to- 
gether.

But if this first real Eisenhower pro- 
gram is to be a positive program, and 
not just a mass of compromises, there 
are points on which he will have dif- 
ficulty with members of his own party.

They are 
not bothered by charges that he is an 
indifferent manipulator and still lacks 
political savvy. 

Their confidence is Inspired by other 
qualities: an integrity and essential 
wisdom which shine through his acts 
and utterances and are rare in politics.

What Lincoln Really Said

Senator McCarthy, 'n his recent “an- 
swer” to former President Truman 
which turned into an attack on the 
Eisenhower Administration, ended his 
address with a quotation from Abraham 
Lincoln. The quotation, which Mc- 
Carthy used almost as Lincoln gave it, 
was this: 

“At what point shall we expect the ap- 


proach of danger? By what means shall - 


we fortify against it? Shall we expect 
some transatlantic military giant to step 
the ocean and crush us at a blow? 
Never! All the armies of Europe, Asia 
and Africa combined, with all the treas- 
ures of the earth (our own excepted) 
in their military chest, with a Bonaparte 
for a commander, could not by force 
take a drink from the Ohio or make a 
track on the Blue Ridge in a trial of a 
thousand years. 

“At what point, then, is the approach 
of danger to be. expected? I answer, if 
it ever reach us, it must spring bw ¢ 
amongst us; it cannot come from abroad. 
If destruction be our lot, we must our- 
selves be its author and finisher.” 


A check of Lincoln’s speeches reveals 
this to have come from an address of 
Jan. 27, 1837, before the Young Men's 
Lyceum in Springfield, T., when 
Lincoln was a state legislator. 

As usual, McCarthy picked just what 
he wanted. He disregarded what Lincoln 
really meant. Lincoln was discussing 
the outbreaks of what was called mob- 
ocracy—outbreaks of Americans who 
took the law into their own hands. 

What McCarthy didn’t quote—and the 
passage Americans need to hear—were 
the words that followed immediately the 
sentences McCarthy used, Lincoln said: 

“Il hope I am overwary: but if I am 
not, there is even now something of evil 
omen amongst us. I mean the increas- 
ing disregard for law which pervades 
the country—the wing disposition to 
substitute the wild and turious passions 


in lieu of the sober judgment of courts, - 


and the worse than savage mobs for the 
executive ministers of justice.” 

Might not Lincoln use the same words 
today if he were to view the activities of 
the junior Senator from Wisconsin?

“At our Paris meeting it was 
generally judged by the NATO 
ministers that the danger of 
open military aggression from 
Soviet Russia was less than it 


had been a year or two before. 
That, if true, is largely due to 
NATO's power, 

“But also it is due to internal 
pressures and discontents result- 
ing from the bad living condi- 
tions within the Soviet bloc and 
the contrasting better conditions 
within the neighboring free 
countries. 

“It seems that the Soviet rul- 
ers’ exploitation of their own 
and the satellite peoples has 
reached a point where it would 
be reckless for them to engage 
in war. All recent major 
speeches by high Soviet officials 
seek to encourage their people 
to hope for more food and con- 
sumers’ goods of better quality.

“It suggests that perhaps the 
workers within the Soviet Union 
may be allowed to work less for 
military purposes and more for 
their own good.

WORLDWIDE STUDY 
OF CORN URGED 


Expert Says Survey of Vari- 
eties Is Important 
Task. 


a 


Tt is of vital importance to the 
future of the world’s food sup- 
ply that a global survey be 
made of variations in corn, Ed- 
gar Anderson, assistant director 
of Missouri Botanical Garden, 
said in an address yesterday in 
Boston. 

Anderson; an _ international 
authority on maize (corn); took 
part in a symposium on “Plants 
Which Feed the World” at a 
meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science. 

Particularly important, the St. 
Louis scientist said, would be an 
exhaustive study of varieties of 
corn in Indochina and ‘in Iran. 
Strains tolerant of Indochina’s 
damp heat and the dry winds of 
Iran’s deserts may be adaptable 
for use elsewhere, it was said. 

“Maize is a global asset; it is 
merely common sense to survey 
it on a global basis,” Anderson 
declared. 

He also emphasized that 
agrostology, the branch of bot- 
any that deals with grasses, is 
getting the attention it deserves 
at the University of California 
and at Oklahoma A.&M., but 
not in most of the other 46 
states. Corn is a type of grass. 

“Agrostology,” Anderson told 
his audience. “is a key discipline 
for modern man. We of the tem- 
perate zones live by grasses. If 
we are to make intelligent use 
of these plants which, feed us 
and our domestic animals, which 
so largely clothe our landscapes, 
which have mostly traveled with 
us from remote, unknown be- 
ginnings, then certainly agrostol- 
ogy deesrves an important po- 
sition in every modern agricul- 
tural research center.” 

Anderson said corn, or maize, 
contains the “wreckage” of at 
least three species of wild 
grasses. The variation pattern 
of maize is far more complicated 
biologically than that of man 
himself, it was asserted.

IN GREETING QUEEN 


WHANGAREI, New Zealand, 
Dec. 28 (AP)—A fearsome, flax- 
skirted Maori warrior bran- 
dished his spear and grimaced 
awesomely at Queen Elizabeth 
II today on her arrival at New 
Zealand's most historic spot. 

The greeting was the tradi- 
tional Maori challenge which 
used to be made to any visitor 
to Waitangi village, site of the 
1840 Maori treaty under which 
New Zealand joined the British 
Empire.

Seems a Trifle Mild

sequently, there was great rejoicing when the 
word went around that the Garroway show, 
after a two year absence, was coming back. 
However, Garroway was the first to warn 
against cver-optimism. He and hig producer- 
writer, Charlie Andrews, saw a few of the old 
kinescopes and both felt that a lot.of the mon- 
keyshines that were so fresh and charming and 
unexpected on the old show were now very old 
hat indeed. The “Garroway at Large” show 
had been so thoroughly pillaged for ideas by 
dozens of producers that a lot of its innovations 
had become standard practice,

THE NEW GARROWAY show (7 p.m. Fridays 
on KSD-TV) is a fairly close replica of the 
old show even to the extent of having pretty 
much the same cast of characters—Garroway, 
Andrews, Cliff Norton, comedian; Jack Haskell, 
a singer; Eddie Barstow, choreographer and 
the same costume and prop people. New faces 
are the two girl singers, Jill Corey and Shirley 
Harmer. 

Still, it’s a little disappointing largely, I think, 
because we expected too much. There are still 
some very fine camera shots and lighting and 
musical arrangements. You still get the tricky 
camera sh arroway as seen reflected in a 
Christmas tree ornament, for example. Garro- 
way still wanders around, full of wise- 
cracks about life and hard times. The gags 
and sketches—Peter Lorre getting an idea for 
murdering his wife from a movie—are still 
way above average. The settings for the songs 
-—a shooting gallery for “Ricochet Romance,” 
a snow scene for ee ge imaginative.

STILL, I THINK the whole show is a little 
mild for contemporary tastes. The camera 
tricks and the lighting and the song settings 
have all been done on half a dozen shows— 
“Hit Parade,” “Your Show of Shows” and 
“Nothing but the Best,” to name only three. 

Another reason is that the Garroway show 
comes on early in the evening. The old Garro- 
way show was a late-at-night show. It came on 
after all the hard-hitting comedians, the hard- 
shooting private eyes, the agonized dramatics. 
By that time you were ready to relax with 
Garroway’s low pressure music and nonsense. 
Seven o'clock of a Friday night is just the wrong 
time for a show like this. It ought to be on at 
11 or 11:15—just before bedtime. 

Garroway’s humor is still wry and adult and 
just about unique on television, though. And 
Shirley Harmer, who sings quite a lot like Toni 
Arden, is quite a find. It’s a good quiet show.

“TRADITION,” the “TRAITOR” 
and his “TREASON.”

Out of the same root, “tra- 
dere,” to give up, and “traditio,” 
came the Old English “tra- 
dicioun,” our TRADITION, Here 
we have exactly the same to give 
up or transmit. But while “tra- 
dition” maintained the straight- 
forward sense of a delivery, or 
transmitting, of practices, rites, 
documents from father to son, 
down the line to posterity, “trea- 
son” and “traitor” went another 
way. In the latter instance, the 
giving up took on the sense of 
betrayal.

‘Nervous’ Employes

ODERN industrial medicine means helping employes 
M who are emotionally sick as well as those who have 

physical injuries. For instance, at Oak Ridge National 
Laboratory, a research physicist found he couldn’t concen- 
trate on his work, On doing scientific reading before start- 
ing a research project, he found that he read and reread 
a single line of the article without getting anything out of 
it.’ He just couldn’t concentrate. He was as much of a loss 
to the laboratory as if he had been hospitalized. . 

When he was interviewed by the medical director, a 
seething domestic situation was discovered. It distracted 
him and he was unable to handle the situation by Himself. 
The advice of an understanding outsider familiar with simi- 
lar situations helped ‘thim settle his difficulties so he could 
work again. 2 ,

DR. JEAN SPENCER FELTON, medical director of the 


Oak Ridge National Laboratory at Oak Ridge, Tenn., said 


in a recent article published by the National Association 
for Mental Health that an employe who is emotionally sick 
can still “pull his load” if he has medical help and the 
understanding of his supervisors. Because of manpower 
shortage in current defense production effort, the “nervous” 
worker is vitally needed. He or she should be given every 
opportunity for useful work even though he has emotional 
problems. 

Dr. Felton reports that in order to staff the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory, a multitude of professions, crafts and 
skills are needed. She added, “If one were to exclude the 
neurotically ill from research activity, perhaps many truths 
would remain undiscovered in the research laboratory.” 

A skilled chemist complained that he knowingly alie- 
nates everyone, He heard himself saying things that were 
derogatory and unfriendly but he wasn’t able to turn off 
these insulting remarks. Confererices with the medical di- 
rector helped him understand lf more fully and thus 
make him a more friendly persom — 

x * 

A CARPENTER who became preoccupied over his son’s 
lack of religion fajled to keep his thumb away from the 
revolving blades of a joiner. He lost a finger tip. The 
medical department couldn’t replace the finger tip but could 
help him get rid of his burden of worries so he could keep 
his hands out of the machine in the future. 

A research scientist consulted the medical department, 
Dr. Felton reports, because of recurrent headaches, Inves- 
tigation revealed an ambitious wife pushing him constantly 
“to get ahead.” This thrusted him into administrative posts 
away from his first love, the laboratory. cae 

Dr. Felton reports that “the ill effects of these behavior 
patterns are seen in an increase in absenteeism, turnover, 
injuries, rest periods and dispensary visits; lowered pro- 
duction; too heavy reliance on supervision; an impaired 
efficiency, and needless additions to the rumor factory.” 

The industrial physician’s task with such people is to 
explain, clarify, discuss and review the condition with the 
patient so that he will understand the need for help. Then 
a consulting psychiatrist or visiting clinical’ psychologist 
interviews the employe to find out whether the patient just 
needs frequent reassurance by the staff physician or needs 
office psychotherapy by the psychiatrist or actually needs 
to be institutionalized for a short time. 

This part of the work of an industrial physician is fully 
as important to the employer and the employes as the more 
usually thought of treatmeht and prevention of physical 
injuries. This sort of understanding industrial medicine 
is needed in more plants and large businesses.

Only three have 
shopped or visited public places 
in Glen Cove to any extent for 
the past year. Like the men, 
they display an almost stoical

As a matter of fact, it was 
West, not East, who was in a 
difficult position in this deal. 
When South overcalled the club 
opening with one spade, West 
apparently felt he had too much 
to pass, and since he-~could not 
afford to bid hearts or diamonds 
—both ranking higher than his 
partner’s suit, and, moreover, 
both forcing bids—he chose the 
unorthodox course of raising on 
only two trumps. 

There is considerable doubt 
that West should have jaken this 
action, but one thing is sure: 
since he did take it, East should 
have profited by it. The moment 
the club raise came, East was 
justified in considering his six- 
card suit solidified, and he 
should have had no hesitancy in 
jumping straight to three no- 


trump. It is true that Q-9-7 in 


an adversely-bid suit is not usu- 
ally sufficient for this action, 
but in this case East could be 
almost certain that North would 
never get in for a lead through 
the spade queen.
